(3) Nothing in this By-law shall prevent any person from waiving his rights under 
this By-law and taking action to recover compensation in any court of competent 
jurisdiction from any person owning or having the custody of any animal, through 
which damage has been caused, contrary to the provisions of this By-law. 

(4) There shall be established in the Village of Crossfield a public pound and a 
pound-keeper appointed for said pound, hisremuneration to be such fees and charges 
as he shall be entitled to under the provisions of the Village Act. 


A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts.

THE OPEN AIR CURE. 


To Be Effective the Air Must Not Only 
Be Fresh, but Pure. 

Writing in the ,Medical Times, Dr. 
Dutton says that the medical profes- 
sion for some years past has been car- 
ried away by tbe open air fad for the 
treatment of tuberculosis and fresh 
air bas been regurded as a cure-all. He 
says it is Importunt to distinguish be- 
tween pure air aud fresb air. Outside 
air is fresh air, but not very generally 
is it pure air except in the country or 
at sea, 

Pure air contains the ozone which Is 
the vitalizing principle of fresb air 
and is free from particles of dust 
Fresh air is not only likely to be dust 
laden, but it is cold and often impreg- 
nated with moisture. To a person ip 
good health the cold, wet, dust laden 
air is not a menace unless Indeed it 
carries germs. To one suffering from 
tuberculosis, however, the case is very 
different. 

The trouble with tubercular and oth 
er anaemic patients is their inability to 
create beat. They require air that is 
not only pure, but warm, To expose 
them to cold, damp air night and day 
is unkind and cruel without any bene- 
fit. The problem for medical men 
treating tubercular patients ts to pro- 
vide them with warm, dry, pure air 
and to expose them as mucb as pos- 
sible to the rays of tbe sun,

What It Meane in Air Pressure Whea 
the Barometer Falla. 

It is not an uncommon thing at cer 
tain seasons of the year for the ba- 
rometer to shift an inch within twen- 
ty-four hours. Sometimes the change

A cubic inch of mercury weighs half 

a pound. When the mercury falls an 


WAS orertopped by | inch a weight of one ton is removed 


from every 4,000 square inches of 
surface. This is a ton for every area 
five and a quarter feet square. If 
your house, for instance, is 25 by 40 


a load of about thirty-six tons is lift 
ed from the roof every time the ba- 
rometer shows an inch fall—that is, a 
thirty-six ton load would be lifted if 
the house were air tight. But as alr 
presses in every direction there is as 
much of a push upward against the 
roof from below as there is of a push 
downward from above. §So the roof 
actually feels no effect from the re 
moval of this heavy load. 

In the same way a man of average 
size would be relieved of a weight of 
about a ton and a half if there were 
no air chambers in the human body. 

It has been figured that a fall of un 
inch in the barometer over a territory 
400 miles square removes a weight 
from the surface of the earth of 160,- 
000,000,000 tons. If this were loaded 
on freight cars, twenty tons to the car, 
and thirty cars to the train, more than 
260,000,000 trains would be required 
to move it. If each train were 500 feet 
long they would stretch out in a line 
more than 25,000,000 miles long. 

The only noise that accompanies 
this great transportation feat is made 
by the wind, that does considerable 
roaring In the course of such violent 
atmospheric changes. — Kansas City 
Star. 2

“lily” as used in the sacred text means 
a real lily in the modern sense of the 
word. This, however, is not the case. 
No real lily grows or ever grew with- 
in the confines of the Holy Land. The 
white lily (Lilium candidum), which is 
often mistaken for the plant of Scrip- 
ture, is not a.native of Palestine, nor 
can it be made to grow there, even in 
cultivation, without great care. 

It is commonly conceded that the 
plant Christ saw about him during the 
Sermon on the Mount was the same 
plant which in early spring is still 
found in great abundance in the val- 
leys of that country—namely, the ori- 
ental wind flower (Anemone coronaria), 
The tint of its blossoms is from blood 
red to crimson, and it is called wind 
flower, not, as commonly supposed, be- 
cause the slender stemmed blossoms 
sway in the breeze, but because the 
hairy seeds of some species are carried 
and propagated by the wind. 

The fact that Christ used the word 
“lily” when a wind flower.or anemone 
was meant need not surprise us, for 
the word was used as the people of his 
day used it. And all the ancient peo- 
ples, even the Greeks, employed the 
word lilium or lirion or krinop when 
referring to any plant with a cuplike 
flower. Even today, when scientists 
speak of common plants, they mention 
“water lilies,” “lilies of the valley,” 
etc., although they know full well that 
these plants are not real lilies nor 
even closely related to them.—Balti- 
more American, 


Brookfield Wrote With Either Hand. 

Antong the many accomplishments 
possessed by Charles Brookfield was 
the exceedingly useful art of being 
able to write with either band. This 
be owed to the early training of his 
mother, who when the future dramatic 
censor was a baby fell a victim to 
writers’ cramp.

METEORIC SHOWERS. 


Why They Have Little or No Effect 
Upon the Earth’s Balance. 

In answer to the query, “The earth 
fs held in its orbit by the absolute bal 
ance of centripetal and centrifuga) 
forces, and if the balance were dis 
turbed the earth should fly away into 
space or fall to the sun, yet this bal 
ance ig continually disturbed by me 
teors and other causes and no catas- 
trophe occurs; please explain,” Edgar 
Lucien Larkin, in the New York Amer 
ican, says: 

“There is no centrifugal force as such 
in nature. What so appears ts reaction 
against gravity due to the motion of 
the earth. Inertia, an inherent prop 
erty of all matter. would forever main- 
tain a moving body in an absolutely 
straight line in its original direction 
unless some ontside force draws 
aside. The direction of drawing aside 
is always toward the outside disturbing 
mass—the sun tn this case. And the 
earth thus continually falls from a 
straight line—a tangent—to its orbit 
through a distance of one-ninth of an 
inch during each second 

“If gravitation should suddenly be 
annibilated the earth would fly away 
on a straight line into space. But 
should a trillion tons of meteors sud- 
denly fall on the earth it would not fall 
to the sun, but would still revolve 
around it much faster on a smaller 
| orbit. The year would be shorter. And 
the new orbit assumed would be deter 
mined in space by the equilibrium of 
central gravitation and the reaction of 
inertia of the earth against it. But 
since the setting up of the grand mas 
ter clock in Greenwich no variation of 
the length of the sidereal year bas 
been detected. Therefore the mass of 
all the millions of meteors falling oo 
the earth dally ts tuo small to bave any 
appreciable effect on the length of the 
year"

is perhaps not surprising that she at-/; 
tempted her life. 

It is necessary to recall that in 
1882, the year following the assassin- 
ation of the Czar Alexander II. by a 
bomb, a military revolutionary party 
was formed in St. Petersburg, with 
tranches at Cronstadt, Nicolaieff, and 
Sebastopol. It had as its chief Col- 
orel Aschenbrenner, with whom were 
arsociated Lieutenants Baron Strom- 
berg and Suchanoff. The famous ni- 
hilist, Marie Vera Figner, was also a 
member, Suchanoff. after being 
tried for complicity in a nihilist plot, 
was shot, and Marie Figner and Col- 
onel Aschenbrenner were condemned 
to death, but their sentences were 
commuted to twenty years’ detention 
in a fortress, 

The. military organization to which 
these revolutionaries belonged” was 
disbanded, but it is beHeved that it 
was recently re-formed. Helen So- 
koloff, with whom Admiral Chagin 
was in love, is reported to have been 
one of its emissaries. Thanks to her 
influence with him, the unsuspecting 
officer was made use of to facilitate 
the access of revolutionaries to the 
imperial yacht, and the attempt on 
the czar’s son was rendered possible.
